On February 9, 1949, I spoke to Mr. H. B. Fletcher of the 
Bureau to advise him that Mr. Donegan had informed me that the Grand Jury- 
was not entirely satisfied with" the testimony of ADOLF BERLE and had re- 
quested that E!:KLB return for additional testimony. One .of the items : 
being questioned by the urand Jury is the date when BERLE turned over the 
information in his possession concerning CHAMBERS to the Bureau. Accord- 
ing to Donegan, EERLE advised the Grand. Jury thaf-he thought he turned the 
information over et an early stage to the Bureau and probably to Mr. E. A. 
TA'.lIf, inasmuch as he was more or less constantly in touch with Mr. VMM. 
Xr. Donegan advised that in vie;/ of the Grand Jury Interest, this question 
is coming up again and he would like to know, if possible, when the Bureau 
first got possession of BERLE's notes on his interview with CHAMBERS and 
when the Bureau was first told about the information BERLE had concerning 
CHAMBERS. * 

I advised fcr. Fletcher that from what we can determine here, 
our original interview with CHAMBERS was on f.'ay 13, 1942 by SAs John R. 
Paul and E. J. Creenwald, Jr., at which time CHAMBERS checked with EERLE 
to see if it were all right to talk to the agents. On January 4, 1945, 
we wrote to.. the Bureau and asked for a copy of BERLE 's notes which were 
sent to us by Bureau letter dated January 29, 1945. 

Mr. Fletcher advised that, to -the best of his knowledge, we first 
got the notes from BERLE in June, 1943. He advised he would check further 
on this and would also ascertain whether BEKLE had ever spoken to Mr. TAW 
prior to that time.
